Zambian Pastors face many challenges in the shepherding 
their churches. Most have little to no theological training, 
have congregations where 70% of the attendees cannot 
read or write, and minister in the midst of extreme poverty. 
So how do they do it? And how do they motivate and 
equip their congregations for ministry? This is the question 
that Brent & Kerri are trying to answer through their minis- 
try. 

Brent is involved with the Pastoral Leadership Develop- 
ment team specifically in the area of discipleship and 
church mobilization. He is training pastors how to make 
disciples in their congregations and working with church 
ministry teams to equip them in different ministry areas 
such as hospitals, prisons, street kids, etc. In addition, he 
is using his experience and training in business to teach 
Zambians small business principles and working on in- 
come generation projects for churches and church leaders. 

Kerri's first commitment is to mothering and home 
schooling their 4 children. She is also involved in ministry 
through music and leading discipleship groups for women 
believers within the Zambian church. 



Brent and Kerri are very excited about how the Lord 
plans to work in and through them in ministry. Ultimately, 
their desire is to see the Lord Jesus Christ glorified and 
many to come to a saving knowledge of and an intimate 
relationship with Him.

Zambia Facts & Figures 
Geography: Zambia is a land- 
locked country in southern Af- 
rica, with a tropical climate and 
consists mostly of high plateau 
with some hills and mountains. It 
is the 39th-largest country in the 
world and is slightly larger than the US state of Texas. 

Economy: Over 70 percent of Zambians live in poverty. 
Per capita incomes are at $395 annually, and place the 
country among the world's poorest nations. Social indica- 
tors continue to decline, particularly in measurements of 
life expectancy at birth (about 37 years) and maternal 
mortality (729 per 100,000 pregnancies). The country's 
rate of economic growth cannot support rapid population 
growth or the strain which HIV/AIDS related issues place 
on government resources. Unemployment and underem- 
ployment are serious problems. 

HIV/AIDS: This is the nation's greatest problem, with 
17% prevalence among the adult population (a conserva- 
tive number). HIV/AIDS will continue to ravage Zambian 
economic, political, cultural, and social development for 
the foreseeable future. 

Demographics & People Groups: Zambia's population 
is comprised of about 72 Bantu-speaking ethnic groups but 
almost 90% of Zambians belong to the nine main ethnolin- 
guistic groups, which are the Bemba, Nyanja-Chewa, 
Tonga, Tumbuka - spoken in the Eastern Province and 
eastern part Nothern Province, Lunda, Luvale, Kaonde, 
Nkoya and Lozi. Each ethnic group is concentrated in a 
particular geographic region of the country and many 
groups are very small and not as well known. Most Zambi- 
ans are subsistence farmers. The predominant religion is 
Christianity which is also the official national religion.

Calling: 

In the summer of 2004, God began a new work in the life 
of our family. As we prayed and sought His will, along 
with our family and trusted friends, we began to see that 
God was calling us into full-time ministry - specifically in 
Zambia.

Vision: 

The church in Zambia has been described as "1 mile 
wide, but 1 inch deep." Many Zambians claim to be 
Christians but struggle to live out their faith on a day-to- 
day basis. There are many reasons for this, including 
lack of adequately trained church leadership, lack of 
Christian resources (including Bibles), and the number of 
children/young adults that make up most congregations 
(the average age of a Zambian is 1 6). The people of the 
Zambian church are in desperate need for mature believ- 
ers to come along side them and help them grow in their 
relationships with God. We're committed to seeing the 
church in Zambia increase in number and grow to matur- 
ity. We believe that the church is God's vessel for pro- 
claiming His glory to the world. Our desire is to evangel- 
ize and make disciples, as well as to encourage our 
brothers and sisters in Zambia to pursue deepening inti- 
macy with Christ and to actively live out their faith.
